An Octogenarian Honored. 

The 80th birthday of Rev. James Tufts of 
this town, an liouored citizen and long-time 
teacher, was celebrated by a reception given 
iu the Academy chapel Wednesday evening, 
iu the presence of a large audience. After a 
few remarks by Rev. F. S. Hatch, owing to 
the unavoidable absence of Dr. F. W. Ellis, 
Mr. A. D. Xoreross sang “Auld Lang Syne,” 
the audience joining in the chorus. Mrs. 
Xoreross sang “Jo Auderson, My Jo.” The 
next iu order was the reading of letters by 
Rev. F. S. Hatch aud Miss Mabel Anderson, 
from many of Mr. Tufts's friends and former 
pupils, among them being notes from Rev. 
Dr. R. S. Slorrs of Xew York, President 
Dwight of Yale College, Prof. N. S. Tyler of 
Amherst, Senator Henry L. Dawes of Pitts¬ 
field, and many members of the Connecticut 
Congregational Club. Rev. Mr. Hatch then 
presented Mr. Tufts with an old-fashioned 
purse containing $‘2G0 iu gold, which had 
been given by liis many friends, Mr. Tufts 
responding with a few fitting remarks. 

A brief sketch of liis life: Mr. Tufts is tin 
fourth child of Rev. James and Submit Tufts, 
and was born in YVardsboro, \ T t., November 
2d, 1812. His early years were spent in work¬ 
ing on the farm, and in acquiring an educa¬ 
tion. In 1835 lie entered the sophomore class 
at Amherst College and graduated three 
years later, taking the first prize for excel 
fence iu composition. The next two years 
he spent as a teacher in the Fairfield (Ct.) 
Seminary. He left this place to attend the 
Andover Theological Seminary, which lie 
was necessitated to leave the next year on 
account of throat troubles. Ho was or¬ 
dained a minister of the Congregational 
church in 1844, and preached for about two 
years. Since that time lie has been a suc¬ 
cessful teacher, teaching iu the Castleton 
(Vt.) Seminary iu 1845-7, superintendent of 
schools iu Windham county 1U47-50, a teach- 
in Northampton iu 1851, and the following 
vear came to Monson, where he was principal 
of the Academy for seven years. Since then 
lie lias kept a family school for boys in this 
place. Iu all matters—religious, educational 
and public—Mr. Tufts lias lionie a leading 
part, and has served on the school commit¬ 
tee for 1(> years. In March, 1855, Mr. Tufts 
married Mary E. Warren, and to them have 
lieen born two sons, the elder dying whe 
about seven months old. The other, James 
Hayden Tufts, graduated from Amherst Col 
b'ge in 1884 with high honors, aud in 1889 
from the Yale Theological School. At tlm 
time lie received a call from the l iiiversity 
of Michigan, where lie taught for two years, 
He then went gbroad in company with liis 
wife and received the degree of I’ll. 1). from 
German university, and this fall accepted 
position as professor in moral philosophy in 
the Harper’s new university of Chicago.

A Democratic parade ami rally was held 
last Tuesday night.. Tin: procession formed 
at tlie depot upon the arrival of the 
Cleveland and Stevenson marching batallion 
from Stafford Springs, numbering about 150, 
and headed by the Monson brass band aud 
followed by a plug bat. brigade and torch- 
bearers marched down Main to Green and 
Bridge streets, back to Memorial Hall via 
Sout h Main. Many bouses along the line of 
march were beautifully illuminated. On the 
stage iu the ball were seated many of the 
leading Democrats of the town. John P. 
Hcrlihy, us chairman, introduced as tlie 
first speaker Hon. Henry \V. Lamb of 
Brookline, who suid : ‘’Shall many Ik: taxed 
for a few ? This is the exact situation of the 
Republic-all party. The poor man pays the 
taxes for the benefit of the few rich ones. 
The McKinley hill raises the price on tobacco 
and every one here who raises it should vote 
for Cleveland and Stevenson. The Republi¬ 
can party claims that the McKinley hill 
lowers prices, hut it does uot. A cheaper lot 
of goods or an inferior article is substituted 
for the original one. They claim that it lias 
raised the wages of laborers, hut it has not; 
take your own town for example. The cry 
that the foreigner pays the tax is false, and 
will not stand.

The 
next, speaker was Hou. Louis Blumeuthal of 
New York, who deelari d “Tlie whole name 
of protective tariff a m siiomer; it is simply 
a war measure.

CHRISTMAS PRESENTS. 

Cases.—Travelers find lings, or cases, more 
convenient than boxes, for [lacking clothing 
and toilet articles. Shoes, stockings, gloves, 
handkerchiefs, night-dresses, bosom shirts, 
neckties, etc., etc., are kept together and 
handy in bugs; and no faney bag for such 
uses is so convenient as a case made of an 
oblong piece of material folded over at both 
its shorter sides, and sewed together to form 
two pockets, which, when packed, are again 
folded together. Shoe hugs made in this way 
will hold more if forced, but that is never 
necessary for any other articles. For shoes 
and hosiery, usecretou or linen, with a lining 
of linen or fine silecia. You may bind the 
seams outside with braid, or sew them up 
with a seam inside, ami turn, and then hind 
or fae* the edges, if made of linen or can¬ 
vas, the initials or monogram of its owner 
may be embroidered outside, and it is well to 
have tlie full name inside. 

Materiul, one yaril long and one-half yard* 
wide, folded over at each end to tlie middle, 
so that tlie ease, when open, is half a yard 
square, aud wlieu closed, a half by a quarter 
of a yard is a convenient size for 1loots and 
shoes. An oblong 24 inches by 9 inches is 
the size for hosiery. Fasten around the mid¬ 
dle with ties of ribbon or braid, or at both 
ends, with fancy elastic with or without 
: clasps. Velvet, or plush lined with silk or 
i satin is pretty for gloves, handkerchiefs, etc. 

For gloves, have the oblong 18 by 12 inches; 
i for handkerchiefs, 20 by 9 inches. Of course, 
i put sachet powder, the favorite perfume of 
its owner, between the lining and the out- 
; side. Photograph cases are 20 by 7 inches, or 

• 20 by 12 inches, and card cases und cases for 

• papers of needles ure 10 by 4 inches. The 

> two last should have an inter-lining of card- 

i board, and the card cases a bit of wadding. 

> Such cases may be made also for manicure 
t sets, combs, brushes,etc. Lined with rubber, 
l or enamel or oil cloth, may be used for 

i sponges, and soaps. Indeed, there is scarcely 
anything that is more conveniently kept in a 

t case, tliat this model does not serve; not only 
f for travelers, hilt for those who stay at home, 
i. And who stays at home, always? 

ii Let me deseribe the making of a simpla 

• traveling case, useful for such articles as a 
o lady takes when she goes from home for a 
f, stay of a few days only, and much less 

; fatiguing to carry than a grip. The outside 
g is of terra cotta broadcloth, ft is lined with 
>f white “kid” (horse-hide, I suppose). The 
a* broadcloth before makiug was an oliloug 
■a strip, 30 by 18 inches. Each end was folded 
>r over (the wrong side out) eight and a half 
is inches, so that the edges were two inches 
tt apart withasingle thickuessof cloth between 
d the double portions. The doubled-over por¬ 
tions were sewed together at their raw edges, 
d* the seams pressed open and the case turned, 
r- A stitching of black silk was made close on 
id botli sides of each scam (there are four seams) 
‘d for a handsome finish anil to hold the seams 
id open. Each of the four corners were then 
k* turned inward and sewed on the inside in 
id such a way that, instead of one pointed cor¬ 
es ner there are two square corners, one at each 
!s. extremity of a seam an inch long; these little 
is- seams being each at right angles to the end 
id of each side seam. This simple device gives 
of an inch space through each pocket of the 
lit case, thus making the pockets more com- 
is- modious. The kill for the lining was also 30 
i»t by 18 inches. The oblong was pinked along 
in- its two shorter sides. Two pieces of kid, 
ir- each six inches square, were pinked and 
ng sewed on for pouches, their openings near 
he the pinked edges of the oblong. The kid 
ik. oblong was then folded and sewed to cor- 
in respond to the terra cotta cloth, covered with 
et. a thin sheet of wadding and slipped inside 
ile the cloth c;ise. The edges of tlie cloth were 
led turned in to fit the kill and stitched to it with 
rer black silk, the pinking standing out beyond 
iur the cloth; and the thing was done. There is 
a monogram on one outside in laid em- 
iks broidery done with Eureka embroidery silk 
ito E, and, when packed and folded together, 
iff the case is held in place and carried with a 
mg handled shawl strap. This case is not con- 
ted venient for shopping, or for any use where it 
he needs to be opened in a public place ; but for 
lad the purpose named it has been a comfort to 
ind its inventor and owner, and the envy and ad- 
nd- miration of all who have had the opportunity 
itir of seeing it in use.

“No, not that way! I never knew one man 
in a hundred to do it right,” said the clerk in 
the umbrella store. 

His remarks were directed at a customer, 
who had proceeded to roil up a recently-pur¬ 
chased umbrella to return it to its case. He 
had done what ninety-nine per cent of per¬ 
sons who handle umbrellas do when they 
attempt to gather the folds of cloth in a neat 
roll around the stick. He had grasped the 
handle with liis right hand and was twisting 
the silk through with his left hand. 

“That will spoil that umbrella when you 
have repeated tlie operation half a dozen 
times,” tli* clerk continued, “and then you 
will l>e coming here and complaining that 
tliat umbrella wiisn't worth fifty cents. 
Now, see what you were doing! You were 
making a pretty roll, but did you notice that 
you were twisting the ribs and braces iu a 
spiral around that stick as well as the cloth? 
You may have noticed that your umbrella 
sticks and catches when you try to raise it. 
That’s because you don’t know how to roll 
it. You twist the joints of the ribs and 
braces all out of shape. There, you see you 
have twisted the ends of those rilis all around 
in a bunch on one side of the handle. Now 
let me show you how an umbrella should be 
rolled.” 

The clerk took the maltreated article, shook 
out the folds of silk ami worked the spiral 
out of the ribs, and proceeded to demonstrate 
the proper methods of umbrella rolling. 
Grasping the handle fn his right hand, he 
encircled the silk at the tip with his left, 
which he slipped down about half-way of the 
| cloth, pressing the ribs and braces firmly 
against the stick. The right hand was then 
■ shifted to the tips of the ribs, which were 
[ held firmly against the stick, while the left 
. hand adjusted the roll of cloth around them. 
I By this method the ribs were kept straight 
, along the stick and not partly twisted around 
it, as the customer’s roll.—New York Sun.

It was decided to surround the affair with 
something of mystery, especially as Mr. I 1 
Howard did not wish to appear prominent;
